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HOSE dubious progressive education 
find more ready target for their criti- 
cism than the kindergarten. Activity, freedom, 
personal interest, experiences—these are 
terms common the defenders progres- 
sive education general and the exponents 
kindergarten training almost universally. 

And the kindergarten youngster who an- 
nounces that was angel school, that 
rode tricycle, made real wagon, 
baked cookies, and went the fire station 
raises the question the soundness pro- 
gressive kindergarten education and its place 
the curriculum the Catholic school. 

The familiar distinction between progres- 
sive and ultra progressive education must first 
recalled. Dr. Adolph Meyer, professor 
education New York University, states that 
the characteristics the child-centered school 
are freedom, activity, experience, creative ex- 
pression, recognition the individual, and 
all-around growth the child. Professors 
Redden and Ryan Fordham University 
point out the failure ultraprogressivism 
conform with Catholic principles because 
the falsity basic principles claiming: (1) 
that the child ordained himself; (2) 
that the child evolves from and 
therefore only his interests must consid- 
ered; (3) that the child makes his own 
truth; (4) that the child taught only that 
which has practical value. 

But Dr. George Johnson has also analyzed 
the philosophy progressive education, and 
while admitting its limitations has studied its 
principles with view securing means 
fuller child development program cer- 
tainly harmony with Catholic educational 
ideals, and the one designate modern 
Catholic progressive education. This evalua- 
tion has particular applicability the field 
kindergarten education. summarized 
follows: (1) accept change—be healthily 
modern; (2) accept the good educational

science; (3) have pleasant surroundings 
school; (4) note the child’s interest; (5) en- 
courage freedom but not license; (6) em- 
phasize inward force; (7) 
have purposeful activity. 

Thus see that Dr. Meyer’s objective

citizen. The Catholic objective, expressed 
Monsignor Johnson, make the in- 
dividual, not only creative and useful cit- 
izen, but primarily child God. 


From Home School 


But the concrete, all this melee 
tricycles, units, projects, culminating activi- 
ties, and creativeness, how does the kinder- 
garten contribute toward attaining this Cath- 
olic educational objective? 

The kindergarten major link between 
those essential formative the 
home and the school. Its work, very simply 
stated, twofold: serve transition 
school life and prepare the 
child for the formal educational program that 
follow, 

One the most vital transitions indi- 
vidual ever experiences when five-year- 
old child emerges from the 
sion few ever forget. this ap- 
proach school life natural for the 
carrying out. Monsignor Johnson’s 
injunction: “Have purposeful activity.” 


Learning Through Activity 


true that some educators their zeal 
emancipate the child from unnatural rigid- 
ity and passivity have swung the pendulum 
the activity program the extreme. find 
activity enthroned end. This has led 
the downfall order and true discipline, 
misconstrued values, poor acquisition 
fundamental skills, and inevitably unwar- 
ranted freedom. 

Still not condemn all activity for 
must remember that everything that noble 
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and great human life has been accom- 
plished through activity. St. Thomas the 
thirteenth century stated that learning takes 
place the activity the learner. Both St. 
Baptist Salle and St. John Bosco uti- 
lized this basic need the human organism 
for action organizing classes which ex- 
perimentation played important part. 
recent article James Fitzgerald states the 
advantages the activity program the fol- 
lowing words: “An activity program itself can 
flexible and informal plan for improving 
living and enhancing learning. Properly con- 
well balanced personality.” 

The called free-activity period serves the 
transition from home school life better 
than any other period the kindergarten 
program. For this reason can well placed 
the beginning the half-day session. 

Were spend morning the home 
five year old and watch his energetic 
movements would note the many types 
activities which interest him. After lunch 
starts off school. Let take bird’s eye 
view kindergarten see how well the 
school utilizes the home background. 


Project Grows 


soon enters the room the child 
free select any activity which pleases. 
Large Patty Hill blocks may his choice. 
With group children produces: amaz- 
ing structures—playhouse, train, theater, 
ships, and stores. Many other smaller activi- 
ties will the outgrowths the original 
larger ones. For example, when the playhouse 
completed, the children are eager for the 
furnishings. Some volunteer bring drapes, 
others pillows, lamps. Suggestions are given 
for wallpaper and pictures. 

The project grows interest, and like 
proportion the true values living are shared 
the little ones. The exchange ideas, the 
acceptance suggestions, the willingness 
co-operate are quite natural because each one 
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living the experiences his family life. 

Children who are not interested blocks 
select other types activities. Some are at- 
tracted the easels for large brush work with 
tempera paint; others choose colored chalk, 
crayons, charcoal draw their pictures. 
Another group finds fascination nailing 
making airplane boat. 


Finds His Work 


Among other learning situations provided 
the free period, find listening records 
playing the piano, weaving, stringing beads, 
and clay modeling. the initial stages the 
child manipulates the clay for the sole en- 
joyment something that responds his 
action upon it. Later, announces that has 
made basket, table, the bowls for the three 
bears. Nothing either too lowly too dig- 
nified find expression under his magic 
touch. Solving puzzles develops the child’s 
power association. Once has worked 
successfully, immediately begins all over 
again. Such the power success. 

This period also provides the time for the 
doing coveted room feeding the 
fish and turtle, watering the plants, and color- 
ing the weather chart. 

Besides the free-activity period the daily 
lunch time presents excellent opportunity 
for continuing home experiences. This activ- 
ity not only enjoyable situation, but 
one which will conducive the child’s 
personal growth. 


The Lunch Period 


Each day children are selected the 
hosts hostesses. The child knows when his 
turn comes because reads his name the 
helper’s chart. responsible set the 
table for lunch—that is, places before 
each child oilcloth pad, napkin, plate, and 
cup. fills the colored plastic cups with 
milk fruit juice. taught serve 
from the right side, and serve himself last. 
permitted lead grace. 


The habits acquired during this ten-minute 
activity are valuable their significance. Cor- 
rect table manners, consideration for others, 
and the acceptance responsibility are acqui- 
sitions that will enable the child later take 
his place grown-up society with ease and 
grace. 

Natural Learning 

The “enhanced learnings” which Mr. 
Fitzgerald speaks are also apparent this 
activity. Many meaningful concepts are 
learned. The child must count the number 
children his table, the number nap- 
kins and cookies. learns left side from 
right. associates printed matter with 
meaning, and follows directions. When the 
lunch period high lighted birthday 
party, the children learn congratulate the 
child, give him prominent place games 
and activities, and thank him for the cake 
and candy. 

the informality the home, opportuni- 
ties are abundant for rest and relaxation. The 
kindergarten tries provide for this neces- 
sity permitting the children have brief 
rest period. Each child has his individual rug 
his shelf the cabinet. selects his own 
place for rest unless disturbs others that 
vicinity. During the rest period victrola 
record piano lullaby played softly. 
its close familiar selection indicates that 
time wake up. Each child folds his rug 
and puts his cabinet. 

Still another way which the school uti- 
lizes home experiences through games. Here 
much liberty given for large bodily move- 
ments. Since quite task the winter 
have the children play out doors because 
the time-consuming process putting 
their wraps, advisable let them play 
outside before time home. This 
time can also used note tracks the 
snow, barks trees, and the like well 
exercise. This does not mean that the early 
recess time should eliminated, but rather 
merely shortened. 
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have seen how the school has been alert 
incorporate the activities the home into 
its program, thus insuring more gradual 
transition from the home environment that 
school. This easy adjustment the child 
school life facilitates the second role the 
kindergarten namely, the preparation the 
child for more formalized education. 


God-Centered School 


Foremost among the curricular activities 
that contribute the child’s preparation not 
only for daily life but for the succeeding 
grades the religion period. What chiefly dis- 
tinguishes the parochial 
school kindergarten the intimate presence 
God not only during the time designated 
the religion period, but during the entire 
session, when the realization good- 
ness serves unifying means mak- 
ing the Catholic kindergarten not 
centered, but God-centered school. 

The child’s faith becomes deep and reverent 
when sees the life Christ unfold before 
him. Through prayer, knowledge, and opportu- 
nities for instruction the child has ample 
means grow Christ did wisdom and 
grace. Worth-while projects, dramatizations, 
art, and music co-operate vitalize the reli- 
gion period the fullest extent. 

Continuing our bird’s eye view the 
kindergarten, find the social studies taught 
the unit method holding prominent place. 
interesting note that the social studies 
units stress the principle proceeding from 
the known the unknown. 

Our first unit the social studies, there- 
fore, centers around the home. This approach 
facilitates the introduction more formal 
study, because the child finds himself fa- 
miliar ground and thus feels secure his new 
environment. 


The Child’s Story 


The first subtopic the home unit the 
awakening the child’s interest seeing the 
members the family and their work. After 
discussion personal and vicarious experi- 
ences family life, the children make large 
booklets, dictate simple stories and captions, 
“read” the booklets, paint pictures, sing songs, 
and listen stories and poems about the 
home. encourage the pupils bring pic- 
tures themselves. These are mounted and 
placed our Giant Story Book, with pages 
ft. Accompanying the pictures are 
stories about the individual pupils. 

this unit definite learnings are taking 
place. The pupil begins express himself 
that his ideas are clearly understood. His 
vocabulary being enriched, and will rec- 
ognize his own name printed well those 
the family. Each these outcomes ob- 
tained informally and incidentally. 

Our next approach the study the home 
acquaint the children with the kinds 
material which homes are made. 
sions are taken see the kinds and types 
houses the vicinity the school. Simple 
ideas lumbering trees and the firing 
bricks give the children interesting 
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items. Pictures, movies, stories, discussions 
contribute the acquisition information, 
skills, and attitudes. 


Exploring the Neighborhood 


The child’s world can now expanded. 
introduced into neighborhood activities. 
studies the groceryman and his work. 
learns where the food grows, some the 
processes preparing it, the equipment nec- 
essary. Baking cookies and taking trip the 
grocery store are interesting culminating 
activities. 

The firemen and the postman add their con- 
tributions the fund information. The 
study the communication the neighbor- 
hood and its means transportation further 
enrich the child’s knowledge and appreciation 
his home locality. the “health and safe- 
the neighborhood” unit the child ac- 
quires respect for doctors, dentists, nurses, 
playground supervisors, and policemen. 
sees the great service that done, and 
through accurate knowledge their work 
loses much the fear associated with these 
helpers the home. 

Just the child interested people 
and their actions aware the en- 
vironment around him. His pets are large 
source pleasure and care. His native curios- 
ity wants know the reasons for things. The 
kindergarten provides for this interest its 
science program. the early fall, insects, 
trees, and flowers make good introduction. 
Later the study how animals get ready for 
winter intrigues the child. The knowledge 
winter birds, Christmas trees, snow, ice, stars, 
and moon fascinate the imagination the 
child and satisfy his many whys. Spring, with 
its study trees, birds, plants, and pets com- 
the cycle God’s generosity His 
gifts. 

The correlation which the unit method uses 
excellent device. aims unify the 
child’s learning religion, science, and social 
studies with art, music, language, and litera- 
ture, enriching what has been taught other 
subjects. 

The art period plays important function 
the carrying out individual and group 
projects has already been seen from the 
description the free-activity period. 

Movies, clay modeling, large tempera paint- 
ings, finger painting, murals, simple design, 
and much individual representation supply 
ample media for the expressing idea. 
The child learns cut and paste. helps 
decorate for the holidays. makes simple 
gifts for his parents, money for the grocery 
store, and tickets for the these 
are expressions his creative ability. 


Music Helps 

Every child has innate love melody 
and rhythm. The music period offers wealth 
relaxation and enjoyment. Songs are sung. 
Rhythmic and interpretative musical activi- 
ties are especially popular. The child’s imag- 
ination can easily transform him from lum- 
bering elephant dainty fairy. The rhythm 
band source much delight. 
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Human Interest 


The child’s love stories and books offers 
wonderful opportunities for the new learn- 
ings. The literature period varied. One day 
dramatization, another poetry enjoyment, 
teresting and beneficial for the child know 
few intimate details about authors and 
illustrators. Children delight know that 
Dorothy Aldis has twins, that Margery 
Bianco’s and Marjorie Flack’s daughters are 
now illustrating and writing, too, and that 
Mrs. Newberry has many real cats her 
home which she uses models. 

Actual preparation for reading through read- 
ing readiness one the kindergarten’s 
notable achievements. the end kinder- 
garten the child has wealth experiences 
which can interpret what will read. 
has meaningful vocabulary, recognizes 
simple words and sentences, identifies sounds, 
notes likenesses and differences words. 
can simple seatwork, and most important 
—he wants read. Other skills include 
ability write his own name and other 
words, and count and write numbers.

summarizing these considerations 
note that the kindergarten can progressive 
seen Monsignor Johnson, and that its 
twofold role is: first, serve transition 
from home school life through 
directed activity; and, second, prepare the 
child for the more formalized education pro- 
gram that follow—through religion, 
social studies, science, literature, music, and 
art. Its objectives are improve living and 
enhance learning fulfill the end for 
which was created God.

RELIGION AND EDUCATION THE UNIVERSITY 


Sir Richard Livingstone, English scholar 
and educator, has recently said that the 
influence the universities upon the 
world limited because they are un- 
concerned with philosophy life. 
Higher education, affect society, 
must unite religion and education 
order that the student may learn the 
end and purpose his life. 

Livingstone’s theory education es- 
sentially that which was practiced all 
American colleges first, that which 
still the controlling principle Catholic 
schools and some few other colleges con- 
nected with church. But most modern 
American schools have side-stepped their 
responsibility, saying that the church and 
home must provide way life; the 
college has only knowledge for its job. 

This overlooks the fact that the church 
primarily for worship, the home with- 
out means for full development. The 
university must provide knowledge, but 
that knowledge should ordered ac- 
cording its value. omit religion from 
curricula deny its importance, 
suggest unrelated other fields 
knowledge. is, actually, encourage- 
ment for irreligion, for, Newman said, 
exerts subtle influence making 
own center, and our 
measure all things.” Knowledge alone 
leads men retune revelation “under 
the notion that the human intellect, self- 


educated and self-supported, more 
than the intellect the Prophets 
and Apostles, whom the sights and 
sounds heaven were immediately con- 
veyed.” balance this tendency “Chris- 
ciple all education. Where has been 
acknowledged the governing 

spirit, will assimilate and give 
character literature and science.” 

What more, education without re- 
ligion, can give only partial problems 
and partial solutions. For instance, 
state professor can tell his 
students that Negroes are treated 
other men because their heads are the 
same size; but the question head size 
irrelevant. Interracial intolerance not 
physical but moral problem, and 
morality the province religion. 
other words seek knowledge while 
omitting the most essential knowledge 
illogical. 

Education, the Church, must prepare 
man become the kind man who 
will enter heaven. good, end 
its own order. But relation man, 
his own last end, means which can 
ordered only under the influence 
religion.

Development Generalized 
Powers 


The cultural value the study Latin 
has been large measure based its pre- 
sumed ability develop certain general- 
ized habits and ideals such sustained 
attention, accuracy, orderly procedures, 
thoroughness, neatness, perseverance. Sum- 
marizing the studies for Latin this area, 
Carr says:

The Mastery English 


Latin, has been pointed out, creates 
fuller understanding English words and 
allusions; aids the mastery English 
grammar; aids the development 
effective English style.

Inasmuch the English language 
indebted Latin for almost half its words, 
reasonable suppose that the study 
Latin should aid the student under- 
standing and using words immediately 
ultimately derived from Latin. Earlier 
agreed that students who had taken 
little two semesters Latin evidenced 
very considerable superiority recognizing 
meanings English words derived directly 
from the Latin. But later indicate 
that when students have been carefully 
paired the modern foreign languages seem 
the same job just about efficiently 
does the Latin. 

course, there the obvious question, 
would not comparable amount time 
spent building English vocabulary 
words and equally not far 
more fruitful than that which spent 
the Latin? Dr. Sandeford’s conclusion sup- 
ports reasonable openmindedness here. 
the deeper question, how much too 
much etymology? 

think the suggestion indicated that 
study might show that addition 
learning common roots with common un- 
changed meanings between the English 
and the Latin, the student learns great 
many additional Latin words that have 
useful common English derivatives and 
some Latin words which meanings have 
changed make etymology mis- 
leading. 

Another interesting objective put forward 
for Latin that its study will assist stu- 
dents understanding allusions classical 
mythology, and other matters fact 
fiction proceeding from Latin history 
culture.

What 
these? this regard, should not 
unmindful the fact that the primary 
function language express thought 
and feeling. Correctness, according rules 
compiled after the fact grammarians, 
half from observation, half from logic, 
distantly secondary consideration. 

Except the professed grammarian, 
grammar has importance only device 
for assisting expressive use. How far this 
assistance can very much question. 
Certainly much the English grammar, 
stuffing the older texts and developed 
analogies Greek and Latin, had 
fact being and use. English has been 
called “grammarless” language. The 
statement suggestive even dramatic 
exaggeration. 

Whether advantageous for boys and 
girls learn the many facts Latin 
grammar means learning the few 
facts English grammar and syntax has 
always seemed very doubtful. There 
even some doubt whether the trans- 
fer training always takes place. Douglass 
and Kittelson discovered that Latin stu- 
dents were only slightly more proficient 
than non-Latin students correcting com- 
mon high school grammatical English 
Style 

Much has been said about the importance 
the study Latin the development 
effective English style writing and 
speaking.

Anyone who wishes write Cicero- 
nian English probably will find himself 
writing something most un-English. little 
the peculiar stylistic characteristics 
inflected language carried into 
uninflected language goes long, long way. 
has been observed that English prose 
style was not worth much until had 
shaken much Latin out itself. Euphu- 
ism regarded excrescence for rea- 
history. 

Granted that the lucidity Cicero, 
for example, did influence Newman’s style, 
must not forget that Newman knew 
Cicero the junior senior 
American high school does not know him. 
And Newman, after all, was Newman. 

there considerable reason be- 
lieve that most translation not made into 
acceptable English then there danger 
that the style the translation may 
harm the permanent English literary 
style the students. 

students are led believe that they 
should write and talk like Cicero, then 
there very great likelihood that they will 
so. 

Not all Latin is, even Latin, ex- 
cellent Latin style. 

But the objection will raised that, 
“We not seek much imitate the 
suspended predication, the sonorous period- 
icity, the sustained balance, matters 
which the two languages differ somewhat, 
much certain more subtle character- 
istics such as—to quote 
clarity.” 

Well, haven’t clear writers English 
and isn’t the clarity more immediately ap- 
parent because the words are understand- 
able and more imitable because language 
differences are not present? 


The Study Other Languages 


Presumably anticipatory course 
Latin will aid the student mastering 
other languages— particularly the Ro- 
mance one several ways: 

will give the student knowledge

only courtesy title. Much the time 
not reading all the sense that the 
reader able gain from the printed 


page the meanings put there the author. 


Sometimes what call Latin reading 
mere word calling. 

The English translations made 
students very frequently are not literature 
whatever the Latin originals might have 
cannot therefore fulfill the 
functions literature. All too frequently 
the English translations may not even make 
sense. 

Moreover, difficult for anybody who 
has not lived rich simultaneity both with 
life and language gain the association 
that basic any but superficial apprecia- 
tion. the end two years Latin study 
extremely doubtful such association 
will have been made for the year old. 

The effort achieve concomitant 
grammatical, syntactical, 
learnings prevents even competent students 
from reading Latin literature literature. 
The same indictment can made 
the study literatures the vernacular 
classrooms where the dictionary the 
pedantic coruscation pseudo learning 
prevents such indicated procedures the 
development readiness, rapid class read- 
ing, and the like. 

But the probabilities are that most 
Latin classes little effort will made 
secure truly literary approach. 

But why read the Latin classics all 
why Latin? 

course, the immediate response will 
that the Latin classics are among the 
great writings the human race, part and 
parcel our heritage culture. That 
true. But the statement needs certain 
obvious modifications and additions. 
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are many our writings the ver- 
nacular. always has struck strange 
that the same person who aghast the 
suggestion that maybe not matter 
life and death school boys not 
read Cicero’s Catalinarians the Pro 
Archia Poeta the Lege Manilia 
Latin are less concerned perhaps the 
thought that the same young gentlemen 
have not read Washington’s Farewell Ad- 
Lincoln’s Cooper Union the Inaugurals, 
any the many speeches that our 
day speak greatly our times and are 
recognized literature. 

And the same amount time were 
given the reading the great writings 
the vernacular that sometimes given 
the reading Latin, much more reading 
could done. There something 
said too favor reading the classics 
prepared translation. While even fine 
translation will miss some the subtler 
shades meaning, the prepared translation 
can read fluently first reading and 
the time saved can given over the 
development reading readiness, the 
concomitant emphases upon backgrounds 
Roman life, manners, customs, history, 
architecture, what not, such activi-, 
ties will deepen appreciation. 

“But that isn’t the study Latin, the 
language,” someone might object. Perhaps 
not. But would not such study achieve 
much more the general objectives set 
down the beginning this essay than 
some classes Latin apparently achieve 
now. 

course, the point will made im- 
mediately that the Latin classics litera- 
ture are greater than the greatest writings 
the vernacular. The answer simply, 
“Not altogether true.” 

The matter will pursued further with 
the statement that understanding the 
Latin classics essential full under- 
standing the great vernacular classics, 
and passages will cited show that the 
vernacular classics contain allusions the 
mythology, history, philosophy, art, archi- 
tecture, the ancients. Very true. But 
there were selection between the one 
the other, which would choose 
know, Latin literature English? And 
might not possible for the general 
learner solve the problem allusions 
without learning the Latin language.

“But,” someone might say, can’t teach 
Caesar Cicero Virgil Horace, 
give voice the voiceless pro- 
vide vicarious experience.

Good Vocal Quality 


HEN you hear pupil’s voice that in- 

terests you, probably you have been at- 
tracted the vocal quality. The chances are 
also that the quality your voice affecting 
him. the three properties sound pitch, 
intensity, and one that chiefly 
incites attention and arouses agreeable and dis- 
agreeable sensations quality, or, you like, 
tone color. Some teachers their desire for 
strong voice for pleasing pitch forget that 
quality that factor sound most intimately 
connected with the producing instrument itself. 
distinguishes, for instance, one piano from 
another. The Steinway quality hardly that 
the Mason and Hamlin. Strike the same 
note with the same stress two different 
pianos, and observe the differences the 
sounds. Quality indeed closely associated 
with the instrument the person. 

Since quality does manifest the person’s 
thinking and feeling, the good bad 
much concern him. The teacher, for 
example, often remembered some such 
vocal quality harsh, mellow, throaty, 
metallic. Yet the quality not considered 
itself but rather reflection some feel- 
ing some attitude. Nevertheless this not 
always fair evaluation vocal color. Qual- 
ity, effect, may related both physical 
and mental causes. 


Tone Color Important 

Good sound smooth and even flowing. 
Richness sound relates the strength 
vibrations and the combinations the various 
partials the tone. Tone color then 
intensification and selection. response 
cavity person the nose, the mouth, 
and the throat. Color, then, always the 
voice, form sound wave which 
greatly influenced the physical structure 
the agent producing the vibrations, the way 
that fashioned, and the manner which 
functions. far the human voice con- 
cerned, the physical aspect its production 
only part the problem gaining good 
quality. Every feeling, every emotion, and 
attitude change the very texture the 
human voice box and the surrounding muscles, 
fact not only the throat and neck, but 
every portion and part the body itself. 
thoughts, images, and judgments; also 
the physical. equal importance 
incites favorable unfavorable feeling 
another person. 

The many influences upon the voice from 
mental and physical sources often set forth 
conditions that give rise shared meaning 
among people. The vibrations sound ac- 
companying the fixed resonances vowels 
and consonants may take some the ele- 
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ments language, least some the 
factors expression. Take the street cry for 
instance. The quiet the day may shat- 
tered the call the ragman. There may 
distinguishing pitch loudness his 
“old rags, buy rags, old stoves,” rhythmical 
chant his “oranges, sweet melons, all fresh,” 
but the quality his intonation may tell 
something his life, his joys, and sorrows. 
The seething the physical and the stir 
the mental have been wedded the quality 
his street cries. They may merely re- 
sponse some momentary impression, but 
generally they are manifestations his habi- 
tual ways thinking and feeling, even 
living. 
Personality Voice: 


More people would get better vocal quality 
they realized its nature. Perhaps you can 
get better start better quality you 
begin with the notion that you used your 
voice first report you own pain and suffer- 
ing. Your first cry most probably was born 
the action parts yourself rebelling 
against the stir life within you. Later when 
your body became more accustomed func- 
tioning, its many changes were reflected 
the myriad shades vocal color. Your body 
had faithful interpreter its likes and dis- 
likes. Just the crystal makes visible the 
composition light, does vocal color, 
varied and manifold, manifest the activity 
within the body. But this vocal color not 
also mirror your mind? Only after years 
nurture could your voice, even with its 
numerous resonances, reflect your most selec- 
tive thoughts, vivid images, and finer emo- 
tions. You had develop person before 
your voice could express much more than the 
reflections nutrition and growth. Your voice 
likewise had develop before could 
effective instrument manifest your intel- 
lectual and emotional life. 


Cultivate Pleasing Voice 


vocal color then importance you, 
would well have checkup for pos- 
sible defects disorders. You might consider 
the vocal condition from three viewpoints, 
namely, the physical, the mental, and the en- 
vironmental. Just pleasure results from the 
normal use your faculties will voice, 
pleasing yourself and others, come from the 
right exercise those activities particular 
vocal production. 

Wrong function may the cause poor 
vocal quality. Whether the vocal folds func- 
tion like lips pufflike action, whether 
they vibrate when their edges are brought into 
sharp contact still matter research. But 
even opinions differ the exact way the 
vocal folds act the production sound, 
enough known about the vocal process 
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assure anyone that wrong methods breath- 
ing, unnatural tensions the throat and neck, 
and faulty tongue actions are common ways 
create unpleasant vocal quality. One must 
learn inhale the air used for voice 
without constricting the facial cervical 
muscles. must keep his tongue relaxed 
with its tip lightly touching the lower teeth 
during this process, and feel his throat opening 
were from the expansion the in- 
coming air. 

When inhalation completed, the air must 
controlled sets into motion the vocal 
folds. But this breath control not the 
throat neck muscles; brought about 
the action the belt muscles and those 
the lower chest returning their normal 
positions. The diaphragm, muscle which sep- 
arates the chest cavity from that containing 
the stomach, the intestines, and other vital 
organs, likewise returning its position 
rest. Exhalation, then, relation voice 
process retention. attempt control 
the muscles that they will not collapse into 
positions but will return them under 
directed tension the basis the preparation 
for vocal initiation tone. 

then you find that during this entire 
process vocal production inhalation, ini- 
tiation tone, and are 
under undue tension, and you are conscious 
effort, you can suspicious that your 
vocal quality some manner unpleasant 
another. You may have quacklike tone 
strident color, perhaps you may have 
shrill shaky resonance. But whatever adjec- 
tive may applied your voice, will sug- 
gest unpleasant reaction the part 
another. you are aware any unpleasant 
quality you can read with much profit text- 
book vocal production, and you can prac- 
tice drills for proper initiation tone and 
good resonation. 

But wrong function not the only reason 
for poor vocal quality inasmuch defects 
structure pathological conditions may 
its causal factors. When condition like 
hoarseness nasality persists, when de- 
cided changes tone color are observed, 
person should consult specialist vocal 
therapy. The writer, with desire 
alarmist, can say after years clinical practice 
speech and voice disorders that cancer, 
tuberculosis, other disease has been the 
cause poor vocal quality too often lightly 
dismissed product light cold. 


safe rule for anyone follow when 
bad vocal quality persists have diag- 
nosis made the condition someone 
skilled such matters. Growths the nose 
throat naturally influence vocal color. 
Briefly, anything that changes the size, shape, 
and texture the resonating chambers affects

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vocal quality; consequently deficiency 
diseased condition cannot fail create reson- 
ances unpleasing the ear, for they add 
subtract the unpleasant and 
subtract the agreeable. 


The Psychological Side 


much more interest the general teach- 
than what has been said about wrong func- 
tion and pathological conditions the voice 
the psychological side vocal quality. 
know how emotions and feelings not only 
affect bodily organs and influence physical 
systems, but also change surfaces throughout 
the body. This fact important voice train- 
ing, since change texture creates change 
resonance. Bad vocal quality very often 
but true mirror bad personality trait. 
The quality the personality causes the 
quality the voice, but does more; man- 
ifests itself that other persons can 
aware this quality. one should classify 
every quality capable residing person, 
would the same time listing every 
vocal quality arising from feelings, emotions, 
and attitudes. 

Strange indeed how few people are aware 
the extent that their voices betray their 
desires and feelings, even their ways life! 
Today many people tell the world that they 
are bored with their existence. They even 
far deceive themselves that their 
vocal quality product social nurture; 
what low value placed upon such quality 
when heard another! often detest 
another what have ourselves. Some 
vocal faults observe others are even 
worse ourselves, yet may unaware 
them. Nevertheless they are truly expres- 
sions our own weaknesses. 

Paradoxical though may seem, person 
can separate himself from his own voice 
wall sound which creates. hears 
within himself some vibrations and has the 
illusion that what hearing what 
being heard another. How far from the 
truth! the first place, any person may 
hear his own voice relation the ideals 
has formed good voice. Moreover, after 
his voice leaves the confines his oral cav- 
ity, greatly modified other vibrations 
arising out places and circumstances. One 
must learn hear his voice others hear it. 
must watch for the interpretation that 
another puts upon his vocal utterance. 
must alert observe the favorable un- 
favorable reception his vocal color. 


Remove Impediments 


Assuming the ability person have 
his vocal production functioning properly, 
can remedy poor vocal quality improve 
mediocre tonal color first gaining good 
idea what pleasing voice. Sometimes 
the standard pleasing quality must re- 
vised and sometimes tested objectively. When 
good standard established, then instead 
working directly upon voice one can seek 
remedy such personality disabilities that 
are reflected the vocal medium. Attempting 
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polish the voice without rooting out the 
causes vocal impairments like person 
polishing the mirror order remove the 
facial disfigurement. Some persons will ma- 
terially help their vocal quality when they 
learn know what good quality, and others 
will gain desired results when they make 
honest survey the disagreeable traits which 
are being daily placed that vocal mirror 
the form the sound wave known qual- 
ity most intimate the producing instrument. 


The Tendency Imitate 


final consideration the relation en- 
vironment vocal color must considered. 
You have read without question the influence 
surroundings upon personality. You have 
observed yourself how quickly one can ac- 
quire the peculiarities another’s speech. 
You may may not aware imitating 
some quality heard your everyday environ- 
ment. But you can certain that many 
people imitate what seems them 
worth them. Secretaries have been found 
ape the speech the executive; executives, 
the speech form some admired and success- 
ful business leader; the office boy, the diction 
and the vocal forms the star reporter. Not 
only there imitation speech but vocal 
mannerisms. course these forms may 
good bad. 

You might make study the effect 
your environment upon your voice. True you 
may copying the high pitch your room- 
mate the decided inflections your prin- 
cipal. But not stop your analysis with the 
considerations pitch and loudness. Remem- 
ber quality! Remember that this quality 
which often not heard, since over- 
shadowed the easy-to-recognize pitch and 
the obvious loudness. But once quality ad- 
mired generally sought. When does im- 
press, impresses strongly. Has some vocal 
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quality influenced you sufficiently that you 
have imitated it? 

When you realize that vocal improvement 
begins with the development breath con- 
trol, right preparation for phonation, and skill 
the use inflections and pitches, you have 
good start voice building. When you de- 
velop the carrying power the voice and can 
control stress and can apply proper duration 
speech sounds, you are cultivating fine 
instrument for your own benefits. But when 
you have trained yourself use vocal qual- 
ity reveal your attitudes and mental and 
emotional life, you have gained mastery 
your vocal efforts. Yet you must persist 
using your voice correctly everyday con- 
versation. formal vocal practice will ever 
much good unless person his daily 
behavior uses his voice responsive in- 
strument for his own mental 
states. 

Vocal representations and manifestations 
the meaningful word. When becomes 
habituated words shined for the special 
occasion vocal polish, loses his power 
personal revelation. stifles his sponta- 
neous responses. channels his mental and 
emotional activity into well-defined habitual 
personal expression. But the very spirit 
language demands expression well com- 
munication, vocal modulations and modifica- 
tions, although nothing themselves, are 
most important when interwoven with the 
oral symbols thinking and feeling. these 
vocal nuances none more important for 
good expression than vocal quality. Used 
rightly cannot weaken the meaning the 
word, but can give additional strength. 
always the voice. will always the 
product different feelings and emotions, 
bodily textures, and attitudes and ideals.

The implication seems be, though, 
that one ought get busy and wipe and 
try not let any more spilled. That would 
appear the task that lies before right 
now, hope save our children from the 
pernicious effects comics. What will 
done this regard the elementary school 
librarian and classroom teacher will deter- 
mined her realization its importance 
the mental, moral, spiritual, and physical well- 
being her pupils. the hundreds comics 
which come from the press each month, 
scarcely more than twenty thirty are fit 
reading matter put into the hands 
children, they are mature into worth- 
while men and women, whose lives will 
dominated Christian principles. So-called 
comics which traffic crime, sex, fantastic 
heroes, and similar subjects can hardly

children were unaware the dangers that 
subtly ensnare them through this type 
reading. That the evil contained them was 
passed over many without their being con- 
scious its presence was evidenced the 
answers given some the questions. For 


‘example, some children had checked many 


the vilest comics being their reading 


lists. These same children stated that they 


believed the half-lothed characters some 
comics were bad for the morals young 
people, but they also stated that they did not 
know any such characters. One youngster, 
though, placed Donald Duck this category. 

The greater number the children gave 
the desire for laughs and the need for some- 
thing with which pass the time their 
reason for reading comics. This statement 
itself offers food for thought. Although many 
had favorite comics, was rare child who 
aspired like any the heroes hero- 
ines found them. Very few addicts, that 
those children who read more than three 
four week, were remarkable for their use 
other reading material. There were some ex- 
ceptions this— children who read many 
twenty comic books week who also 
claimed have read the course month 
twenty books which could classed juve- 
nile literature. This, however, was not gen- 
erally the case. There were many who stated 
that the reading comics had led them 
read other books literary value; probably 
just many more gave negative answer 
this query. With few exceptions the children 
stated that one helped them choose their 
comic books. Undoubtedly this was because 
their parents had not realized the possible 
harm that could come from them. The chil- 
dren also expressed great eagerness get help 
choosing good comics. Finally, the question- 
naire showed that the number children who 
read comics means pass the time and 
yet did not have hobbies any kind was 
extremely high. 

Kansas City School 
Recently made similar comic-book 
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survey among the seventh grade pupils 
several the schools Kansas City. The list 
comics presented the children was revi- 
sion the list used the Chicago study; 
otherwise the questionnaire was the same. 
With few exceptions, the results were also the 
same. Here, too, the vast majority the chil- 
dren were eager receive help the selec- 
tion good comics. believe that the 
girls and boys both cities were sincere 
making this statement, for strong con- 
viction mine that our youngsters are only 
too willing follow the lead that set for 
our duty guide them; our responsibility 
this regard not limited the short hours 
they spend each day within the walls 
Catholic school. there not carry-over into 
their life outside the school, then are fail- 
ing them some way other. This carry- 
over will show itself very effectively the 
outside reading are able stimulate the 
pupils pursue. But return once more 
the questionnaire. 

Most the children here showed much 
greater interest hobbies than did the Chi- 
cago children; fact, the Kansas City chil- 
dren who filled out the questionnaire who 
not have hobbies were decidedly the minor- 
ity the reverse was true the Chi- 
cago boys and girls. Many factors could 
responsible for this, but one point should 
noted children who have hobbies are not 
liable voracious consumers comics. 

survey these facts showed very 
forcefully that our children read the comics. 
presumptuous for suppose that 
most you would find similar situations 
your schools? 


Supply Good Juvenile Literature 


What can done remedy this condi- 
tion? One point which should considered 
much importance seeking solution 
this and perhaps just this point which 
justifies choice the subject “The 
Comics” for meeting Catholic librarians 
children who have been guided from their 
earliest years the selection good reading 
material and who have been helped develop 
taste for literature their own age level 
are rarely interested comic books. They will 
read them, yes, they are exposed them, 
but they will never satisfied with comics 
substitute for good books. Even the ele- 
mentary school level they will have sufficient 
discrimination distinguish between what 
worthless and what worth while the line 
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These Catholic Picture-Story Books Are Planned Teach 


reading material. None these youngsters 
will aspire like comic-book heroes 
heroines. one little girl stated: don’t 
want like any them because they’re 
all silly.” 

Librarians must share with the Catholic 
teacher the task guiding children the 
selection comics, especially those cases 
where parents are failing give this help. 
Attractive bulletin board displays and maga- 
zine racks draw the attention 
youngsters very readily. Children are, 
all know, easily propagandized why cannot 
take advantage this fact fill them 
with interest that which good? While 
striving accomplish this not long ago, 
looked with satisfaction and amusement 
one our library books gained great pop- 
ularity among the third graders. The book was 
Timothy Has Ideas. Perhaps right now some 
you are visualizing that very appealing 
puppy the book jacket. put that cover 
the library bulletin board, before which 
the third graders passed many times each 
day. After short time one the third grade 
teachers threatened dire vengeance per- 
sisted putting pictures that bulletin 
board which would completely disrupt the 
order her ranks. The little tots developed 
such love for “Timothy” that had 
have three copies the book the library, 
all because the advertising. And even with 
three copies, there was always waiting list 
for Timothy. 


Supply Good Comics 


The same tactics which made Timothy 
popular are equally effective with the comics. 
may take some little effort and trouble 
arouse interest first, but once 
aroused the satisfaction which results will far 
outweigh the labor expended. 

Granted that not our desire train 
children past masters the knowledge 
even good comic books; must face the 
fact that there are very few youngsters the 
present day who not consume them very 
avidly. With this premise are forced 
the conclusion that guidance necessary 
prevent our boys and girls being exposed 
real moral hazards through the reading 
comics. After all, there are only hours 
day, there has limit the amount 
time children can devote even pleas- 
ant pastime the reading comics. Why 
not see that the reading which done 
during this time least wholesome? 


Call for Help 


Could there any work more worthy 
the noblest efforts the lay apostolate than 
that helping guide youngsters the 
selection comics which are fit for them 
read? not possible that there are some 
Catholic adults who would have sufficient 
leisure able provide Comic-Book 
Legion Decency List for children? Father 
Southard? has the beginnings such list 
the starred comics his questionnaire, but

College two years ago, keeping the 
comics limitless task and would require 
considerable time well. feel confi- 
dent that religious communities have 
Sisters with leisure undertake this work, 
but there are surely some individuals among 
our laity who would become interested they 
realized the need. This might well proj- 
ect for the Parent-Educator Group the 
Confraternity Christian Doctrine. There 
greater apostolic endeavor which they 
could pursue than that helping circulate 
good reading material among the young, and 
this material must almost necessity include 
the comics. have said that true view 
the comics essential part the lay apos- 
tolate the elementary school library; 
essential, too, all who are concerned any 
way with the development Catholic youth. 

Among the children themselves the lay 
apostolate could function most effectively 
making them zealous combat the 
bad comics. have striven the past 
permeate youngsters thoroughly with the 
idea that bad comics are more harmful for 
their souls than bad food for their bodies 
that they would naturally recoil the sight 
them. Let make our children apostles 
who will work among their peers, lending their 
copies good comics and Catholic literature, 
not only their non-Catholic friends, who 
also have little souls save, but also their 
Catholic playmates, whose parents may not 
realize what dangerous thing let 
their children play with the fire bad reading 
material. 

not too difficult bring girls and boys 
consciousness the importance this 
work. Last spring this was well brought home 
retarded mentally, and yet was able 
remind his class that Sodality meeting 
the year before they had learned about which 
comics were all right for them read. This 
incident encouraged all interested the 
work, for were confident that Donald 
had understood the lesson, the great majority 
those present did likewise. 


Which Are Good? 


are now brought the question 
which comics children should permitted 
read. have already remarked, the starred 
comics Father Southard’s list are generally 
acceptable, including they those 
Catholic publishers, who have prepared 
comics, magazines, and other periodicals with 
definite view offsetting the evil effects 
harmful comics. These appeal very strikingly 
our Catholic youth when they are made 
acquainted with them. Among these are Time- 
less Topix, Catholic Comics, Heroes All, 
Treasure Chest, Catholic Boy, Catholic Miss, 
Mine Magazine, and number others with 
which sure many you are familiar. 
The statistics the sale these publica- 
tions are very encouraging. Topix 
alone, first published November, 1942, had

Encouraging our Catholic children sub- 
scribe these Catholic publications com- 
paratively easy task. St. Francis Xavier 
this year secured very satisfactory results 
through giving each child list optional 
Catholic literature the opening day 
school. All the comics and periodicals already 
mentioned, well many others, were in- 
cluded the list. The classroom teachers ex- 
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plained the children and any the 
parents who came the school that day what 
our purpose was presenting the list. The 
boys and girls each class were encouraged 
vary their subscriptions and plan ex- 
change comics among themselves. result, 
addition having the Young Catholic Mes- 
senger the hands every child, also 
have average circulation the other maga- 
zines and comics least one subscription 
per child. feel that our efforts accom- 
plishing this will reap large dividends for the 
souls our children. 


Teacher, Parent, Librarian 
guide children the selection read- 
ing materials, which will entertaining and 
the same time uplifting, responsibility 
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which the librarian must share with the parent 
and the teacher, and this especially true 
when question the comics. Where 
the lay apostolate also helping accom- 
plish this, the Church can hope for much 
spiritual vitality her children. 

Luther Burbank, speaking the physical 
health the child, once said, “If paid 
more attention our plants than 
our children, would now living 
jungle weeds.” How much more pitiable 
the case the moral and intellectual health 
the child question. Let our ambi- 
tion, religious educators, safeguard our 
pupils all phases their development, that 
they may grow and wax strong, like the flow- 
ers some lovely garden, upon whom both 
God and man may look with pride and joy. 


The Saints Lend Hand 


OMIC magazines various types had in- 

vaded the sixth grade classroom for sev- 
eral days. Many the youngsters, having 
place play after school hours, haunted the 
local theater where second-rate films, featur- 
ing cowboy and detective stories, were shown 
regularly. Naturally these two diversions re- 
sulted general negative attitude the 
children toward schoolwork 
Superman and Gene Autry alone seemed 
arouse any degree enthusiasm. add 
this situation the classroom was overcrowded, 
and the abilities the pupils many differ- 
ent stages development. 

counteract the influence Superman 
and the movies upon students, decided 
inaugurate program similar appeal 
which, trusted, would motivate the child’s 
desire for adventure and the extraordinary 
more worth-while channels. study the 
lives the saints was our project for 
the year. order eclipse the glamor 
movie and comic heroes, brought into school 
pictures such saints Tarcisius, Agnes, 
John Bosco, Martin Porres, Joan Arc, 
and the Little Flower. These brought forth 
the expected challenge, for once the curios- 
ity the children were awakened regarding 
these characters from real life. first told 
only short, unusual antidotes about the saints. 
The sixth graders became anxious hear 
more. wasn’t long before they lost interest 
the frivolous and worldly figures the 
funny books. Real heroes and friends had 
been given them. 


Admiration and Imitation 
The bravery the child, Tarcisius, de- 
fending the Blessed Sacrament and the trials 
other Christian martyrs made the children 
appreciate more fully their Catholic Faith. 
After our study the children martyrs, Agnes

and Tarcisius, more children the class 
frequented the altar rail. Indeed there were 
several who became daily communicants. 
the youngsters began receive our Lord more 
often Holy Communion, one our prob- 
lems, discipline, began diminish. found 
that the class whole had become much 
more co-operative and obedient. 

Hearing little about the saints, the chil- 
dren began desire read about them 
their free time. There was small Catholic 
lending library not far from the school. There 
children’s books could borrowed for fee 
five cents week. had secured several 
these research for information con- 
cerning the saints and had read aloud selec- 
tions from such books Lad Lima, Little 
Queen, and The Quest John Bosco. The 
class was thrilled tales about these saints 
were retold such capable authors Mary 
Fabyan Windeatt and Anna Kuhn. being 
advised patronize the lending library, they 

Fortunately the library was able provide 
the class with the proper material. What the 
library gained our patronage, however, the 
local cinema lost. Attendance there declined 
rapidly. Because many books went into 
circulation, many new volumes were purchased 
the library. Instead going moving 
pictures several times during the week, the 
boys and girls read one two books. For- 
merly, like many youngsters eleven and 
twelve, they had had little interest litera- 
ture. Not only did their reading skill and 
knowledge vocabulary increase, but they 
also had established habit which would en- 
rich their future lives. their own accord 
the class established Catholic book club 
which they named “The Catholic Literary 
Guild.” their bimonthly meetings, excerpts 
from books were read and acted out drama- 
tic productions. for the movies, one the 


children made this comment, “Oh, those cow- 
boy stories are always the same and boring. 
rather read good book any day.” 
course, they did not give the movies en- 
tirely but attendance was less frequent. 

“The funny books are only for babies,” 
scoffed another. Hardly did ever see mag- 
azine type class after our project 
had been undertaken. 


Reading and Study 

During the school year tried correlate 
the study the lives the saints with other 
subjects taught the sixth grade. This was 
not difficult one might anticipate. 
our course the Mass, many interesting and 
instructive lessons their love for the Holy 
Sacrifice entered into discussion. The bravery 
and fidelity the early martyrs wrought 
great admiration and inspired many minor 
sacrifices. The Apostles Creed was the work 
the second term. One chief sources 
reference was Father Bariel’s text, The 
Creed Explained. Throughout his book, Rev. 
James Bariel stresses incidents taken from the 
lives various saints illustrations for the 
truths which are covered the first twelve 
chapters the catechism. The virtues which 
wish make most attractive our 
charges can easily presented story 
form when favorite saint has shown them. 
was the Blessed heaven who truly showed 
how know, love, and serve God their 
lives here below. 

This project worked very well with our 
daily English period. the writing com- 
positions often used the life saint 
the theme. Grammar and spelling drill were 
continued usual with the problems met 
writing supplementary review. Short stories, 
playlets, and poetry were the results this 
procedure. Unusual ability these fields were 
displayed quite few students, and the 
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general written work improved both con- 
tent and appearance. 

The social studies could correlated too 
with this study the lives the saints. All 
through our ancient and medieval history text 
find that the saints play important part 
life’s drama. Events and dates mean 
great deal more youngsters when they can 
connect their spiritual friends with the period 
under consideration. European geography 
many rivers, towns, and mountain groups 
were associated with different saints. The 
fact that Bernadette lived near the Pyrenees 
made these mountains signify more readily 
the barrier between France and Spain. Lor- 
raine, the mining region, gave the world 
Joan Arc. Therese Martin was from the 
part France called Normandy. Thus these 
locations become fixed the pupil’s mind. 

Throughout the school year tried de- 
velop interest the saints, and help the 
children see their likeness their own lives. 
They read, discussed, and thought the 
difficulties faced the saints. Gradually they 
began realize that “the became 
leading lives similar ours but 
more perfect way. Admiration then led 
imitation great extent. 


Worthy Hobbies Fostered 


Because our project many hobbies were 
encouraged and talents discovered. 
who had formerly kept scrapbook movie 
stars’ pictures, many which were auto- 
graphed, amazed one day stating that 
she had thrown all her pictures away. 

“What want those old Hollywood stars 
for?” she told me. “I’m saving holy pictures 
the saints now.” Other children too had 
holy card collections. From the Catholic peri- 
odicals and calendars they got the pictures 
their favorite saints. Some added clippings 
from newspapers and magazines. They com- 
pleted their scrapbooks adding their own 
compositions and drawings. fortunate few 
even secured second- and third-class relics 
from relatives and friends. Thus profitable 
hobby had been stimulated. 

Many children who had never shown in- 
terest the writing themes, displayed re- 
markable ability when called upon compose 
short paragraphs, poems, and playlets about 
their saints. their amateur. theatrical per- 
formances the children planned costumes, 
properties, and scenery themselves. Two 
three proved capable directors, while others 
showed greater talent for acting. Budding 
musicians and artists also got the chance 
show their talents. The theory that talent 
given every man was correct this 
instance. Many children discovered abilities 
that had hitherto been unknown them. 

This correlation the lives the saints 
with other school subjects did, believe, bring 
remarkable results the classroom. Scholar- 
ship was raised higher level. Conduct 
improved, and free time was utilized more 
profitably. Good habits were formed and 
hobbies fostered. Perhaps hearing this 
project may prove some assistance other 
teachers.

The comics strip book its barest skele- 
ton. Therefore people can read comics very 
rapidly. The entire literature 
would not suffice provide material. would 
impossible keep with the popular 
demand, for significant that one ever 
reads comic the second time. Hence, for the 
sake novelty, come vulgarisms and perver- 
sions.

Comics cannot teach, for the learning pro- 
cess slow. The mind requires long season- 
ing. retains only what can digest.

whatever little circle they find them- 
selves. 

are told that, because mass educa- 
tion, spite ability grouping, strict promo- 
tion policies, good teaching, individual differ- 
ences will always have with us; and 
must find way cope with the increasing 
range individual differences. 

Now here where the librarian comes into 
the picture help solve this knotty problem. 
She, unlike the classroom teacher, meets the 
individual and not the class as-a whole. Her 
relations with the boys and girls are personal, 
individual, less formal than those the 
teacher. Then, too, her relations are more 
lasting since she remains more less con- 
stant while the teacher changes her classes 
with semesters. 

Sometimes the classroom teacher making 
general reading assignments unwittingly, 
antagonize one more members her class, 
especially the fugitives from reading. Here, 
the librarian can serve buffer smooth

The librarian, trying tap his interests, 
asked him had dog.

The librarian knows that she can never de- 
velop reading habits growth reading 
unless she meets the reader his reading 
level. She must feed him with the book 
which can read comfortably. She must 
meet him the reading level where 
and not where she wishes him where 
should be. Tests show that this level 
high school today ranges from the fourth 
grade level that the college senior. 

meet the demands this wide range 
individual differences her book collection 
must just wide its range ease and 
difficulty: She has been given wider berth 
this today since the new English program 
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bases its réquired reading lists experi- 
ences and general topics rather than set 
list titles. 

Our book collection, moreover, must weigh 
heaviest the side books that will combat 
our archenemy, secularism. Books are not only 
pagan for what they contain but for what 
they lack. They should unobjectionable not 
only for what they don’t say, but they should 
also contain positive Catholicity which our 
young people must literally steeped they 
are going gain the world for Christ. Now 
know that Catholic book does not mean 
just book Catholic author but book 
with Catholic point view. Any author 
who looks everything the world from the 
point view universal truth Catholic 
author. Our criterion for judging book 
truth, and truth Catholic wherever 
found. noticed your last Newsletter your 
condemnation angel books.

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Semimicro Chemistry 


Brother Fred Weisbruch, 


The growing importance the semimicro 
method among high school chemistry teachers 
marks this particular technique conducting 
laboratory classes worthy special atten- 
tion all chemistry teachers and some 
interest physics and mathematics teachers 
well. We, who have been conducting our 
chemistry laboratory classes this method 
for the past several years, find decided 
improvement over the older “macro” method. 
find that the more refined and more ex- 
acting procedures the semimicro method 
are cleaner, more interesting, well more 
economical than the older macro method. 


What the Semimicro Method? 


The word meaning small, used 
merely describe the apparatus 
used certain laboratory courses and dis- 
tinguish this apparatus from the larger 
“macro” type apparatus. Microchemistry 
technique adapted the analysis ex- 
tremely small quantities materials, where 
larger amounts the substance are not avail- 
able for examination. This branch micro- 
chemistry was the natural outgrowth the 
necessity work extremely small quantities 
such were encountered vitamin analysis, 
hormone research, and other specialized fields. 
This particular technique analysis reached 
its ultimate refinement the study made 
the element plutonium, during the early stages 
atomic energy research. Quantities this 
element small one millionth gram 
microgram) were used determine its 
properties. was necessary devise new 
equipment and invent new type 
balance that would weigh single microgram 
material with accuracy per cent. 
Normally, however, when speak micro 
analysis think terms milligrams 
fractions milligram. the opposite end 
this scale have the macro type chem- 
istry and the macro procedures involving 

Now between these two extremes the 
“micro” and the there was developed 
comparatively new technique for freshmen 
college chemistry called qualitative 
analysis.” Where formerly, the macro 
method, milliliters were used, the semimicro 
method “drops” reagents are used; where 
formerly, milliliters chemical were 
used, now use drops most one 
two milliliters.

The course semimicrochemistry for high 
school students adaptation the tech- 
niques used today most college courses. 
The course, taught McBride High School, 
well some other high schools 
throughout the country the outgrowth 
five years experimental work adapting 
the usual macro methods procedure the 
semimicro method. Allow outline 
the manner which this experimental work 
was carried out. 

the time wished introduce the 
course McBride High there was 
laboratory manual published for semimicro 
procedures high school chemistry. decided 
draw list those experiments which 
considered essential high school chemistry 
course, paralleling close possible the 
usual experiments found the most widely 
used laboratory texts. From this list 
lined series experiments which were used 
typewritten form with select group, made 
several better students. These 
students were encouraged make suggestions 
and recommendations for changes as_ they 
worked the experiment. They entered quite 
willingly into the spirit the work and 
believe that many valuable were 
obtained from these students. did not 
hesitate express opinion when they felt 
that they were wasting time instead deriving 
some benefit from the experiment. Some ex- 
periments were merely adapted from cross 
section several macro laboratory manuals. 
the change-over the semimicro being done 
mostly changing the type apparatus and 
the quantities chemicals required for the 
experiment. For other experiments, was 
necessary devise entirely new technique 
different approach the experiment. 
Those experimental procedures which, the 
opinion the students own opinion 
were not good, which led conclusions 
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which were not convincing, were discarded 
revised until satisfactory results were obtained. 
Seldom were obliged, because the use 
semimicro apparatus, omit any material 
considered essential the experiment. most 
cases was found that, due the saving 
time, several preliminary experiments could 
added the exercise and the general idea 
the experiment thus grasped more clearly 
before actually going into the experiment 
proper. Thus, for example, the preparation 
oxygen, were able show the difference 
the rate liberation oxygen from 
potassium chlorate with and without, the use 
manganese dioxide catalyst. 

addition this, shown the same 
experiment that not only manganese dioxide 
but also iron oxide, lead oxide, 
compounds can serve catalysts the same 
reaction. Likewise, the experiment the 
preparation chlorine, were able in- 
clude preliminary experiments which 
shown that potassium permanganate, potassium 
chlorate, manganese dioxide, and lead peroxide 
can used oxidizing agents with hydro- 
chloric acid. This leads better under- 
standing the basic principles the experi- 
ment and leaves doubt the fact that 
chlorine prepared the oxidation 
hydrochloric acid and not just the action 
manganese dioxide hydrochloric acid. 
These preliminary experiments are performed 
with but few drops acid and small 
amount oxidizing agent. The results are 
just satisfactory and just convincing 
they were performed several grams 
the compound. 

consequence this work well-tested 
drafts some experiments had been pre- 
pared the end the year. These experi- 
ments were rough form and took consider- 
able polishing and rewriting before they could 
made available for student use. This work 
was done during the summer months and the 
revised experiments hectographed. 


Comparisons 


Can shown that the semimicro method 
raises the teaching standards the chemistry 
course? the beginning the second year, 
the chemistry classes were divided into two 
sections order determine the difference 
attainment, any, when using the semimicro 
and the macro method laboratory procedure.

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Two classes totaling students were taught 
the semimicro method and two classes ap- 
proximately the same number were used 
control groups and were taught the macro 
method. Both groups used the same textbook. 
The students these classes were not segre- 
gated groups. The average the four 


classes was slightly above 100 which would 


indicate that they were just little more than 
average intelligence. 

the end the school year standardized 
tests were given both groups laboratory 
procedure and general knowledge subject 
matter. The Laboratory Chemistry 
Test, Form was used test the students’ 
success laboratory procedure. The students’ 
knowledge subject matter was judged 
the results attained the 
Chemistry Test, Form the American 
Council Education. The results these 
tests were tabulated the basis similar 
intelligence quotients. both cases the stu- 
dents using the semimicro method scored 
higher than the students using the macro 
method. The results for the laboratory test 
were follows: for the semimicro group 
score 39.4; and for the macro group, 32.2. 
The national norm for this test 40.1. The 
results the co-operative test knowledge 
subject matter were follows: for the 
macro- group, score 55.4; and for the 
semimicro group score 59.8. The national 
norm for this test 57.1. The above scores 
were tabulated total 120 students using 
the two methods laboratory procedure. 

Drawing conclusions the basis such 
small number students undoubtedly has 
serious limitations but one can feel sure 
that there lowering standards nor loss 
knowledge laboratory technique because 
the use the semimicro method labora- 
tory procedure. These results, even when con- 
sidered the light their limitations, com- 
pletely convinced that knowledge the 
subject matter was acquired superior 
manner the student using the semimicro 
method. Subsequent testing programs, carried 
out during the past three years larger 
groups students using the semimicro method 
have confirmed this opinion. 


The Students’ Opinion 


Student reaction the semimicro method 
has, general, been very gratifying. During 
the latter half one year, students using the 
macro method were shifted the semimicro 
method and continued for some time working 
the experiment exactly the semimicro group. 
The equipment well the laboratory 
manual were identical with those used the 
students taking the semimicro method. the 
end the semester these students were given 
questionnaire, consisting questions, 
which tried formulate such way 
avoid giving the student lead, 
whether favorable response was expected. 
Most the students found the semimicro 
techniques easier acquire than the 
macro techniques. However, does seem that 
the very poor student finds the handling 
smaller apparatus and observing reactions

chemicals. This would seem follow, be- 
cause more attention and more care required 
work the experiment properly. Whether 
not the poorer student actually learns less 
doubtful. Parallel cases taken from the results 
the co-operative testing program show 
little difference the level attainment 
the poorer student regardless the method 
laboratory procedure employed. The ma- 
jority the students who answered the 
questionnaire noted that more work was ac- 
complished shorter period time and 
that was easier concentrate the results 
the experiment. Their general reaction 
the laboratory work could summed 
saying that they found cleaner and more 
interesting. Moreover, the questionnaire sig- 
nificantly brought out the fact that the ex- 
periments were not more interesting because 
the smaller type apparatus. Interest 
would, therefore, seem centered the 
method rather than the equipment used. Four 
fifths the students questioned said that they 
would have preferred work all their 
experiments this method. Practically all 
the students thought that they could pay more 
attention the experiment and get better re- 
sults when their attention was not distracted 
the necessity leaving their places and 
standing line for chemicals the supply 
table. The use individual student reagent 
tray (see Fig. makes unnecessary for the 
student leave his desk order get chem- 
icals from the supply shelf. 


Difference Equipment 


previously stated, the equipment and 
apparatus used semimicro laboratory work, 
smaller than that used the macro method. 
Because the smaller equipment, few 
techniques must modified. Instead the 
standard milliliter test tube, the student 
uses milliliter and milliliter test tubes. 


two ounce wide-mouth bottle substituted 
for the usual eight ounce gas-collecting bottle, 
and simple pan quart capacity replaces 
the usual cumbrous water bath. Whenever pos- 
sible, chemical reactions are carried out 
drop quantities glass microscope slide. 
This method gives easily observed, clearly 
defined reaction with the additional advantage 
great saving time and chemicals. When 
not convenient drop quantities, reactions 
are carried out milliliter test tubes, 
quantities usually not exceeding milliliters. 
Test evaporations are made glass slide 
carefully heating the slide above small 
flame. Evaporation larger quantities 
solutions are made No. 000 evaporating 
dish watch glass over beaker 
boiling water. Solids, such precipitates, are 
separated from liquids centrifuging, not 
filtering, customary the macro method. 
precipitate silver chloride can sepa- 
rated from the mother solution centrifuging 
about the time that takes read this 
sentence. The centrifugate then separated 
from the precipitate decanting use 
dropper pipette. The precipitate may then 
removed with spatula. 

With the exception two items, the usual 
semimicro type apparatus listed most 
scientific supply houses used. (See Fig. 2.) 
The one item glassware which not stand- 
ard special type semimicro funnel tube 
which replaces the conventional thistle tube. 
second item, and far the more important, 
the student’s reagent tray. With the excep- 
tion several special reagents, this tray con- 
tains all the chemicals needed for the course. 
This tray holds 107 separate chemicals the 
form solids and liquids. Special reagents, 
such olive oil, carbon disulfide, alcohol, 
etc., are kept eight-ounce dropping bottles 
side shelf. Concentrated nitric, hydro- 
chloric, and sulfuric acids are 
milliliter glass stoppered dropping bottles with 
bulb pipettes. Sodium and ammonium hydrox- 
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ides are kept milliliter Barnes-form 
dropping bottles. These five bottles can 
arranged one acid-base reagent tray for the 
students desk. 


Cost Equipment 


The cost introducing the semimicro meth- 
$300 for equipment and $75 for chemicals. 
However, reports savings from per cent 
per cent chemicals and high 
per cent replacement equipment have 
been made teachers using the semimicro 
equipment. Furthermore, the change-over 
from the macro the semimicro method

Preparation Teachers 


The instructor need have special training 
the procedures semimicrochemistry 
order introduce the method his classes. 
The few simple techniques involved opera- 
tions, such performing drop reactions, 
evaporations, centrifuging, etc., can mas- 
tered few hours. chemicals, other than 
those used the standard high school chem- 
istry course, are needed, and, therefore, 
not necessary for the instructor acquire 
knowledge of, teach special types of, 
chemical reactions. The usual chemistry 
biology even physics type laboratory 
table can adapted for use with the semi- 
micro method. 

might said passing that good be- 
ginning with careful insistence the proper 
laboratory techniques very important when 
handling semimicro equipment. These same 
precautions should likewise taken with 
students using the macro method. The in- 
structor must remember that, the beginner 
chemistry, all apparatus new and com- 
paratively strange. probably has been the 
experience most chemistry teachers that, 
after several months handling equipment, 
the student still confuses such items the 
evaporating dish and crucible; glass slide and 
glass plate and watch glass. The teacher should, 
therefore, demonstrate carefully the proper 
use each piece apparatus. This can 
done conveniently with semimicro equipment, 
the first few experiments are performed 
the teacher lecture demonstrations before 
being performed the student the labora- 
tory. Insistence the proper use each 
piece equipment cannot too strongly 
stressed. For example, the proper method 
evaporating drops solution glass slide 
and the correct procedure used heating 
solutions small test tube should demon- 
strated. well have one two students 
repeat the demonstration before the class. 

Second, order indoctrinate the student 
with the proper use apparatus and the 
same time correct faulty use equipment, 
the laboratory experiments the first four 
six weeks should taken group experi-

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‘ments with the students. this mean that 


the first part the experiment should read 
with the students, and after thoroughly 
understood, proceed with the laboratory work. 
Questions pertaining this section are then 
answered common and the students allowed 
check their answers for correctness. The 
class then goes the next section the 
experiment and throughout the whole 
experiment. This should continue until the 
student has developed enough confidence 
his work proceed his own. This method 
procedure places considerable burden the 
teacher during the first part the year but 
time well spent and the satisfaction seeing 
students working intelligently and efficiently 
reward enough for the added time. 

If, the other hand, the above procedure 
not followed, general the proper 
techniques are not mastered the student, 
one the principal advantages the semi- 
micro method, namely the teaching better 
and more exacting laboratory habits, will 
completely lost. 


Advantages Semimicro Method 


obvious that the use smaller appa- 
ratus and smaller quantities chemicals 
should effect considerable saving both time 
and expense operating the high school lab- 
oratory. The following are some the addi- 
tional advantages which have found 
the semimicro method. 

The high school laboratory can made 
into clean, orderly workshop for students, 
where the teacher can instill fundamental 
habits neatness and orderly thinking, 
well accuracy observing and reporting 


the experiment. The disorder and 


sloppy techniques inherent the macro pro- 
cedures, when handled high school students, 
are eliminated.

The semimicro method allows for more 
flexible program. not necessary that all 
students’ work parallel and that given 
experiment completed allotted period 
time. student can work his own speed 
since has, effect, his own laboratory 
his desk. Likewise, the better student 
can forge ahead and accomplish much 
will. The ambitious student also can 
directed follow experiments that extend 
beyond the scope the ordinary high school 
course. The teacher likewise will find many 
his disciplinary problems solved problems 
which originate the mental sluggishness and 
lack interest induced the better student 
the necessity slowing down the pace 
the poor student. 

The saving space for storage equip- 
ment and smaller locker space required for 
individual students, makes possible for every 
school have chemistry laboratory and the 
opportunity offer both chemistry and phys- 
ics the junior and senior years. 

The low cost chemicals and equipment 
added advantage those schools whose 
budget will not ordinarily allow for the intro- 
duction second science course. The turn- 
over from the macro the semimicro method 
can made cost between $300 $350, 
depending upon the extent which the 
semimicro method introduced the first 
years. 

The increase safety when handling 
small quantities chemicals quite evident. 
Because all acids and caustic chemicals are 
required only drop quantities maxi- 
mum few milliliters, the probability 
dangerous laboratory accidents practically dis- 
appears.

The entire atmosphere the 
laboratory becomes changed one study 
and experimentation, rather than heed- 
less confusion brought students rushing 
around for reagents and leaving trails 
caustic chemicals from the reagent shelf 
their desks. The saving time for the teacher 
laboratory preparation also important 
factor. find that, once the reagent bottles 
the students’ reagent trays are filled, 
minutes hour per week sufficient 
take care all laboratory preparation for 
four chemistry classes. 

One the main arguments for the 
semimicro method the improvement which 
brings about the student’s laboratory 
technique. this improvement laboratory 
technique and the resulting improvement 
the teaching method that seems the 
greatest advantage and the one that decidedly 
affects the student’s well the teacher’s 
favorable response the method. 


Are There 


any system, there are certain disad- 
vantages which arise from the use semi- 
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micro equipment. Most these are, however, 
from the type apparatus used rather than 
from the method employed teaching the 
course the semimicro method. 

Quantitative experiments should worked 
with macro quantities materials. That is, 
quantities gram more. has been 
found that smaller quantities materials 
introduce errors which are much too large. 
When high school students perform the usual 
quantitative experiments with quantities less 
than 100 milligrams even less than gram, 
their absolute errors weighing, handling 
apparatus, and other incidental errors, have 
such great effect upon their work that the 
relative errors average about per cent. With 
quantities between 500 milligrams gram 
the relative errors these same experiments 
drop about per cent, which can con- 
sidered sufficiently accurate for beginning 
students. 

second disadvantage, which probably can 
overcome with experience, arises from the 
use the small bore, millimeter test 
tube. There tendency for beginning stu- 
dents overheat these small test tubes causing 
spattering and loss material due chemi- 
cals boiling out the tube. Some teachers 
have overcome this defect heating 
water bath, but this process slow and in- 
volves the additional expense water bath. 


News Hubs for the School Paper 


The news covered student- publication 
should kind that will convince readers 
the school place where students are edu- 
cated and not where they are entertained 
extra-curricular activities. Both curricular and 
extra-curricular activities are necessary, but 
the former should predominate. Therefore 
when the advisor meets her staff the fall 
she should first assign them the following 
hubs news: 

Office the principal sister superior 
which the most important place learn 
events that are planned for the year, and 
verify news items. 

Faculty members teaching these de- 
partments: religion, languages, social studies, 
mathematics, arts, commerce, speech, English, 
science, industrial arts. 

Find out what each these doing that 
interest, e.g., the new globe the history 
room. Get some students comment it: 
speaker fluent that tongue lecture the 
class see whether they can follow him. Ask 
the teachers the English department 
through student themes and select the ex- 
ceptional ones for publication and also those 
suggesting clever news ideas. Reporters can 
also help the librarian publicizing new 
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books which come into the library. This helps 
make the book reviews timely. Teach the 
staff good reporter should have the 
ability link ordinary work funda- 
mentals with news. 

Besides this regular news coverage, each 
issue should promote one the school’s 
worth-while activities, and innuendo per- 
suade more show school spirit action 
rather than “Rah! Rah!” attitude. Im- 
press staff members with the idea that they 
are doing real missionary work this type 
journalism. Some the suggested activities 
are: 


Student Council 
Camera Club 
Nature Study Group 
St. Francis Sales Press Club 
Penny-a-Week Club for the Poor 
Competition oratory, debate, and 
other types forensics 
Various contests, especially those held

are frequently neglected the sports page) 
The development these subjects can 
handled two ways, news stories 
features. The real news stories should 
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written before the affair takes place. Since 
most school papers are issued quarterly, the 
students witness event long before 
published. avoid printing stale news, always 
keep notebook filled with list coming 
events. Editors call this their “future book.” 
Advance publication these events creates 
interest and anticipation. Some topics which 
fall into this category are: 

The Christmas play which, like Holly- 
wood productions, should have great deal 
publicity. 

The student retreat which should 
developed with much fanfare win the pupils’ 
interest. Interview advance the retreat 
master his theme, some present-day student 
problem, any other related topic. 

Develop fine advance program for the 
Sodality reception. 

Then after the event takes place, the next 
issue the featurize it. This type 
differs from news story that contains 
more description and narration rather than the 
minimum essentials. illustration this 
the coverage “The Mothers’ and Daughters’ 
Banquet.” The news story will state the “what, 
when, where.” The feature follow-up may 
relate some story connected with it, e.g., the 
woman who didn’t have daughter bring 
brought orphan girl, the mother with 
the most daughters, the family that had 
three generations present, even some un- 
usual number the program. Features are 
the best types for school papers which are 
not issued often enough have “spot” news. 

Some year-around feature suggestions for 
every school are: 


Examine the fall registration for unusual 
people, e.g., students who represent many 
states the union, boy who working his 
way being baby sitter, someone who 
the fourth member her family register 
for home economics. The first page every 
issue should carry story about student who 
has done something interesting and worth 
while. 

Faculty changes are good subjects, but 
only the incoming members are news. Some- 
where the feature the new speech teacher, 
whatever faculty member is, should 
inserted the fact that replacing Mr.

the time the annual oratorical con- 
test—the diocesan contest, the American 
Legion, the Hearst, one sponsored some 
local group. The speech English teacher 
selects some candidates the basis work 
they have done intramural contests class- 
room talks. Eliminations are held. Finally the 
speaker represent the school chosen. The 
teacher charge the polishing-off process 
hears the student speaker number times 
after school. looks pretty good. Then, the 
competition with speakers from other schools 
run off. Your school’s speaker did very well; 
fact, you have idea that may some- 
how come out top. Then the results the 
judges’ ballots are announced. Why, what 
kind judging Your speaker was 
rated only third fourth fifth. That girl 
who came out first was certainly not good 
your speaker. She didn’t even know her speech 
perfectly, and hesitated several times during 
her speech. 


One Strike and Out 


But the decision has been rendered, and 
there nothing done about it. That 
that, until the next oratorical contest. And 
so, you put away your speech notes and wait 
until next year next semester. Too bad, 
way, that you went all that work, and 
especially that the poor kid you were coaching 
spent all that time. But, course, was 
good thing for him stand front 
audience and speak. Perhaps next time. 

Yes, what was all worth? Perhaps 
half dozen, perhaps many dozen stu- 
dents your school wrote some speeches. 
They delivered them once twice, and that 
was the end. The best speaker had number 
workouts with you. But gave his speech 
once the contest, and that was all. The 
judges who rated him heard him speak once. 
That once spoke, may have been nerv- 
ous; was perhaps his first time before 
large audience. perhaps the evening 
the contest, wasn’t feeling well, and hence 
all the effort you both put into the contest 
was wasted. had had another chance 
give his speech, might have gone better, 
might have been more ease.

All which, together with other considera- 
tions that shall bring out comparison 
leads the conclusion: the usual run 
oratorial contests are not, opinion, very 
effective producing the results that can 
obtained speech training another kind. 
There too much miss about them.

However, there another program 
speech competition the market that far sur- 
passes the usual oratorial contest its motiva- 
tion power, the chances gives the students 
show what they can really do, the wide 
round training speech skills promotes, 
the -large numbers students who can 
participate, and the great amount experience 
gives them. This the program sponsored 
the National Forensic League, with head- 
quarters Ripon, Wis. 

Six speech divisions are especially promoted 
the NFL: debating, original oratory, 
oratorical declamation, dramatic declamation, 
humorous declamation, and extempore speak- 
ing. Points are individual students for 
wins and places interschool competition 
each these events. When student gains 
points, eligible for the Degree 
Merit, with diploma membership and the 
right wear the membership pin. Fifty points 
are required for the next Degree Honor; 
100 points for the Degree Excellence; and 
200 points for the Degree Distinction, which 
comparatively few gain. Each year district 
and state tournaments are held. Winning stu- 
dents the state tournaments na- 
tional competition. 

Besides the individual awards, there 
system club team awards. For example, 
the state tournaments, team trophy 
given the basis one point for each round 
competition the team’s members survive. 
“team” the district state tournament 
consists two affirmative debaters, two nega- 
tive debaters, two speakers original oratory, 
two oratorical declamation, etc., totaling 
fourteen. 


Opportunites for Practice 


Experience the keyword NFL activities. 
fact, many moderators the NFL have 
but little time for coaching individual stu- 
dents; the numbers concerned are too large. 
And so, their policy leave the student’s 
training himself, provide him with 
many opportunities engage competition. 
What are the self-helps which the student 
may avail himself? Well, speech contests 
the five divisions other than debating are 
usually run along the following lines. Suppose 
there are five schools competing, and that 
each school enters two speakers. the con- 
test, which held afternoon one 
school, the speakers are divided into two 
groups, one from each school each group. 
Then, the classroom where each contest 
held, after drawing for speaking places, the 
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speakers give their speeches. single judge 
rates them, usually givnig them place 
numbers, Then the judges ex- 
change hear the other group, the speakers 
again draw for places, the speeches are given 
before the new judge, and rating given. 
The speakers with the lowest total placement 
points are chosen for the finals. speaker with 
two first places the preliminary rounds will 
have total two placement points; 
speaker with second and fifth will have 
total seven placement points. From ten 
speakers, three four with the lowest place- 
ment points again compete. They again give 
their speeches before the two judges the 
preliminary rounds, and generally third 
judge. The judges’ ballots are scored the 
same placement-point basis determine the 
winner the whole contest. these contests, 
often the practice for the judges an- 
nounce their results after each round 
speaking, and offer brief criticisms each 
speaker. Besides this aid improvement, per- 
haps the greatest source what the students 
learn from other speakers. 


Program Debating 


The core and great part NFL activity 
debating. tournament among three 
four schools will arranged for afternoon. 
Each school will send maybe two affirmative 
teams and two negative teams. The debates 
are held classrooms, with not too much 
audience frighten inexperienced speak- 
ers, but enough audience. The timing 
usually about six minutes for constructive 
speeches, four minutes for rebuttals. This 
allows for finishing about hour. The pre- 
arranged schedule provides for each team 
meet another one second round de- 
bating. early start can made, pos- 
sibly third round can worked in. 
such “practice” tournaments, single school 
winner chosen usually, although the 
basis the number debates won, this can 
done; the idea simply provide oppor- 
tunities for the students gain points toward 
degrees. For debating, ten points are given 
each debater for the first debate wins each 
school year, nine for the second, and 
down two; one point given for each loss. 
debating that students gain most 
their experience speaking. After each debate, 
the general custom for the judge com- 
ment the speaking each debater, and 
especially the logic, the clarity, the force, 
etc., his arguments. debating, the ex- 
tempore type speaking desirable, the 
“thinking-on-your-feet” speaking, which will 
equip students with the confidence and skill 
they need for this type speaking labor 
meetings and other similar public occasions 
later life. 

Yes, work for the moderator; but 
most fascinating work. The competition “gets” 
the moderator, too. more fascinating part 
seeing the students advance. other single 
school activity, believe, this evident. 
moderator who has only recently become 
interested this type work wrote

Catholic Forensic League 


The National Forensic League present 
restricted membership 500 schools 
throughout thé nation, with rather high mem- 
bership requirements.

Nevertheless, other 
schools can profit from the NFL’s speech 
program. Last year New York number 
the speech moderators Catholic high 
schools, many which are members the 
NFL, but most which are not, organized 
themselves into what they now call The Cath- 
olic Forensic League Greater New York. 
The program the CFL modeled 
that the NFL, with additions and im- 
provements here and there, particularly 
the coverage point system intra- 
mural speech activities. large panel forum 
labor attended 300 students, series 
speech contests, debate tournaments, and 
grand finale with religious ceremony, speech

candle shine forth the world, the admirable 
program training articulateness which 
the National Forensic League promotes be- 
comes must for Catholic high schools. 
the traditional oratorical contests were re- 


vised, and the financial outlays frequently 


put into them were channeled into the speech 
program that have outlined, would have 
many more articulate Catholics, many more 
Catholics willing voice the Catholic prin- 
ciples social reform key spots where 
good can done. 

The traditional oratorical contest may have 
certain place high schools, but en- 
tirely inadequate what can done the 
NFL pattern. For further reference, ask any 
moderator who has had something with 
the NFL. 


Rainfall Around the World 


The Equatorial Heavy Rainfall 


Along the equator the trade winds are com- 
ing steadily. They push the warm air with- 
out interruption higher and higher alti- 
tudes. Soon the air becomes much cooler and 
therefore cannot hold more moisture. has 
reached, said the article winds, its 
saturation point. The moisture falls from the 
large dark thunderheads rain. The regions 
the thundershower type rainfall are the 
following: the Pacific coast Columbia, the 
Amazon Basin, the Guinea coast, the Congo 
Basin, the Zanzibar coast, the islands between 
Asia and Australia. 

Within these same latitudes heavy rainfall 
caused the windward side elevated 
coast lines. Again the air cooled and 
forced, say, give off the moisture. 
glance the world map tells where 
may find these regions: Formosa, Philippine 
Islands, Hawaii, eastern coasts Central 
America, Brazil, West Indies, Madagascar, 
Indo China. 

Now the children may color these regions 
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outline map light and dark blue, re- 
spectively. They may also wish give re- 
port the native vegetation and industries 
any one the regions. They may bring 
clippings trees, sugar cane, etc., class 
illustrate the basic principle with regard 
rainfall. Others still may wish give book 
review representing the home life children 
the low latitudes. 


Tropical Deserts 


Whenever the trade winds blow over level 
land areas they are drying winds. Hence they 
cause deserts. These are found between lati- 
tudes 18° and 30° each hemisphere: Sahara, 
Kalahari, Thar, Arabian, Victoria, Peruvian 
Coastal, Colorado Sonora. 


Monsoons and Rainfall 


Regions that have monsoons differ greatly 
the length the rainy season and the 
amount rain falling during the season. 
the latitudes north and south the equa- 
tor, the rainy season lasts about six months. 
brings rainfall from in. and 
more. the latitudes 20° north and south, 
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the rainy season may from one three 
months long, bringing total from 


in. The rains are commonly known 


monsoons and their regions are: southern 
Sudan, Mozambique, northern 
Llanos Colombia and Venezuela, Cam- 
pos Brazil, West Indies, southern Florida, 
west coast Central America, east and west 
coast Mexico, south China, Siam, Burma, 
India, Indo China, northern coast Australia. 


The Subtropics and Rainfall 


The amount rainfall the subtropics 
that falls within year depends mostly upon 
location. Western coasts continents have 
hot, dry summers with rainfall. They have 
mild moist winters with rather abundant rain- 
fall. Windward slopes coastal mountains re- 
ceive even more rainfall. Inland areas that are 
far from the ocean have less rainfall. They 
become semiarid and arid. 

the other hand, the rainfall the 
eastern coast well distributed over the en- 
tire year. The greatest amount falls during 
summertime. Why? The word “monsoon” an- 
swers the question. What monsoon winds 
scale smaller continents and countries. 

Outstanding regions along west coasts with 
favorable winter rains are: the Mediterranean 
countries, southern California, central Chile, 
southern Australia. 

Arid inland regions are the following: Span- 
ish Plateau, Atlas, southwestern Asia, south- 
western plateau United States, northern 
Basin Mexico, Murray Darlin Basin 
Australia, High Veldt Africa. 

East coasts that have monsoonic tenden- 
cies are mainly these: southern Japan, central 
China, central Chosen, southeastern United 
States, eastern Australia, southeastern Africa. 

this point the unit, geography can 
correlated nicely with art. The color scheme 
used for the different regions will greatly en- 
hance the teaching and learning process. The 
ability read legends and map symbols may 
warrant special lesson this respect. Again, 
introduction temperature curves and col- 
umns rainfall found daily papers may 
very much place. 


Rainfall the Belt the Westerlies 


regards rainfall, the westerlies stand 
contrast the doldrums. There are daily tor- 
rential downpours. Here have frequent pro- 
longed showers gentle type. The rain 
here easily absorbed the soil. The rainfall 
comes with almost unfailing certainty season 
after season. Finally, and this the most im- 
portant fact, rainfall the westerlies very 
generous amount when most needed, 
during the growing season, giving rise 
abundant plant growth. Windward slopes 
coastal ranges receive abundance rain- 
fall, from 60, even in. general, 
all portions within the middle latitudes receive 
from inches rain. Arid areas are 
found only leeward mountain slopes. These 
are called “rain shadows.” Outstanding among 
these arid areas are: Great Plains from Can- 
ada Texas, Columbia Plateau, northern 
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Great Basin, Patagonia, Caspian Plains, Kir- 
ghiz Steppes, Plains Turkestan, Mongolian 
Plateau. Collateral reading the part the 
pupils will tend enrich this phase the 
unit rainfall. 


Rainfall the Arctic Circle 


The entire Arctic Circle receives scanty 
summer rain, and scanty moderate winter 
snowfall. The total amount probably does not 
exceed in. Because the low evaporation 
rate, there would fair amount moisture 
for various plant growth. But lack warmth 
and sunshine cause the great frozen barrens 
the far north.

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Number Nutrients

Nutrient has number definitions, but 
the one which fits purpose best is, “That 
which promotes development.” The nutrients 
use number work first grade are many 
“foods” that promote development. 

Early teaching experience, when drill 
and developing mechanical skill were upper- 
most everyone’s mind, believed what 
now convinced of, that arithmetic learned 
with minimum meaning not retained. 
Other teachers had the same idea, too, and 
many tried inject meaningful arith- 
metic into practical daily situations while still 
laboring drill and “fixing” mechanical skills. 

Well, today, know that need not 
teach children obscure facts and principles 
pass test, but may use our efforts helping 
children meet the practical situations 
their daily lives with ease and understanding. 
Gradual transition from concrete abstract 
occurs later than previously, giving the child 
time progress, step step, with greater 
confidence and preparedness. 

Arithmetic much more interesting teach 
now and far more fun for the pupils. fact, 
believe that meaningful arithmetic encour- 
ages children use the ideas and skills they 
learn. know encourages learning prob- 
lem solving rather than unintelligent mem- 
orization and practice. 

Because all education today aimed 
better, more intelligent, and happier living, 
find arithmetic correlated with all other activi- 
ties. There greater opportunity for providing 
number experiences throughout the child’s 
school life, consequently problem solving 
introduced earlier age and much the 
drill postponed.

lems are which just seem arise naturally 
first grade; and gratifying observe

how satisfactorily children are solving them. 

Many children enter school with rather 
good idea number. Some are better than 
others, but our elastic program provides ample 
opportunity for all develop. truly 
surprising how easily some children have 
achieved, incidentally, computational skill. 

Children are continually playing with num- 
ber, thinking terms number, and asking 
number questions, therefore see that 
number being developed without formal 
instruction. However, and 
important develop and encourage situations 
wherein those who have knowledge 
number may use this knowledge and add 
it, and those who are slower may have 
ample opportunity learn with much en- 
couragement while doing it. times, all the 
class will need some definite instruction, but 
the slower ones will require greater amount. 

not believe anyone can definitely say 
when children are ready for new step 
arithmetic unless that person constantly 
observing and working along with the group, 
sharing the experiences and helping overcome 
their difficulties. first grade, that the only 
way one can evaluate the learning and plan 
ahead. 

Although say plan ahead, know that 
situations have way arising which can 
converted into the best learning situations 
available. the teacher not conscious 
how transform some daily situation into 
arithmetic lesson the spur the mo- 
ment, wonder how she can get far 
first grade. 

The textbooks for little children are, the 
whole, written with too difficult vocabulary 
and about things little personal value. How 
could one write textbook for first grade? The 
text use our environment school, home, 
community supplemented charts, games, 
songs, art, reading, and science material. 

Therefore, arranging list number 
nutrients for first grade, shall put them 
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under separate headings, although many times 
one outcome another. These nutrients 
are merely ideas which have found simple 
and effective. They have been valuable 
teaching beginning numbers. Some, have 
heard read about one time another, 
some have invented, and some have been 
developed the children. 


COUNTING 


Few children rational counting be- 
ginning first grade; most them are always 
ready rote counting. few, course, 
can count objects ten. Therefore, early 
first grade, count objects and children aloud, 
and soon many respond before have chance 
get the teaching rational counting. 

put the board the daily attendance for 
the first few weeks school. first count 
the girls, then the boys, then all together, and 
put the figures the board. Soon one two 
count with me, then someone wants count 
all the girls, someone else all the boys. This 
continues daily, and soon almost half the class 
really can count. course, this early the 
year, and not expect rational counting 
from everyone. 

Children pass material the class. first 
the directions given are “pass one each child 
your row” “How many papers 
you need give one each child your 
row?” later, “Pass red paper each one 
and many blue papers red ones.” 

Other directions using counting may be, 
“Take out two crayons. Take out red crayon, 
blue one, and red one. How many crayons 
are out the box now?”

Two boys invented little game. They 
made standing house stiff paper, cut out 
large door and two small ones, then rolled

tin. had eight cups into which the 
children threw discarded buttons. The score 
was the number buttons landing inside the 
cups. course, the tinkle the buttons 
added fun the game.
